Wilmington owes the origin ofits. 
importance to its happy position on 
the Cape Fear river, at the font of the” 
navigable water ofthe interior, and | 
at the head of navigation from the 
sea. Settlements long fluctuated for 
apermanent location between old 
Brunswick and other points on the 
river and the present location of the 
city of Wilmington, which appears 
to have been made about 1700, and 
which gradually absorbed all the | 
others on the river. Historically, | 
Wilmington was conspicuous in days | 
antecedent to the revolution, and the | 
high culture and chivalrous spirit of | 
the natives of the banks of the Cape 
Fear gave thema rank below no 
other people in the colonies. Commer- 
cially,the town was always an active 
mart, conspicuous principally for its 
trade in naval stores and as the en- 
trepot ofa large West India trade, 
through which the interior of the 
State was wholly supplied. Yet Wil- 
mington, important as it wasin the 
eyes of our own people, and illus- 
trious as she always was by the cul- 
ture, refinement and talent of her 
citizens did not expand. Our fore- 
fathers were not enterprising, and 
contented themselves with those 
gifts which nature almost forced 
upon them, passing away life in easy 
enjoyment, and making time pleas- 
antinthe play of their own happy 
tempers. 

It was not until the newly devised 
system of Railroad enterprizes had 
pointed out a way to more life, more 
wealth, more prosperity, that the peo- 
ple of the lower Cape Fear were rous" 
ed from their pleasant dreams. But 
they woke up with the conciousness 
that they were men capable of con- 
ceiving andexecuting great things. 
The world has never yet seen, will 
never see, such a daring exhibition 
of pluck, of enterprise, of sagacity, as 
that which originated the Wilming- 
ton and Weldon Railroad. Railroads 
at that day were almost untried ex- 
periments. Their profits had not 
been demonstrated, their usefulness 
was even doubted, and opposition 
met the scheme from the beginning. 
Yet the population of a comparative- 
ly obscure town, numbering barely 
three thousand people,carried out the 
idea of building a road of 164 miles, 
and thus brought themselves in con- 
nection with the world. 

Wilmington was almost at once 
made. Her resources was discovered, 
popuiatien flowed in upon her, and 
she has grown into the largest town 
in the State, with the promise of be- 
ing one of the largestin the South. 
For the developments made by her

959 bbls. rosin, 42,838 bbls. spts. tur- 
pentine, 2,375 bales sheeting, 1,095 do. 
yarn, 9,998,295 feet lumber, 5,432,408, 
shingles, 189,585 staves, 2353 packages 
mdze., and an infinity of miscella- 
neous items too tedious to enumer- 
ate, all coast wise, and to foreign 
ports 4,697 bales cotton, 15,955 bbls. 
turpentine, 68,619 bbls. tar, 7,483 do.

Virginia Leaf—We haveonly a few 
sales of Virginia leaf to report, but 
the receipts have improved in quali- 
ty, the arrivals for the week being 
much larger than for a while past. 
Manufactured—There has been a 
fair business done in Cavendish to- 
bacco during the week. Offers for 
the Indian contracts have been made, 
but, as we write, no awards have 
been announced. 

An observer summarizes transac- 
tions and possibilities as follows :— 
‘For the past week I would report a 
good demand for good and fine 11-inch 
of old work. Sales have been very 
good. Several lots of new work have 
sold at very good prices, the chief re- 
commendation was the color. Stocks 
are very light and are not likely to 
increase rapidly. I hope the mer- 
chants will profit by the experience 
of the past few years and endeavor to 
have a stock safficient to meet the de- 
mand that will come sooner or later.

DEFIANCE OF LAW. 


The Greensboro Patriot says : 


“We understand that Col. Buford 
has signified to Gov. Brogden his in- 
tention to begin the change of gauge 
onthe North Carolina road east of 
Greensboro. This is perhaps the 
shortest way to test the validity of 
the recent legislative enactment.’’ 


Whatever may be the construc- 
tion put upon the Act of Assembly 
as applicable to the change of gauge 
between Greensboro and Charlotte, 
or whatever doubts might exist as to 
the constitutionality of au Act pass- 
ed after the work of change is al- 
leged to have been begun, there cer- 
tainly can be no doubt as to the 
force of that law in restraining fu- 
ture operations upon another and 
distinct portion of the road. The 
announcement above quoted from 
the Patriot is nothing less than a 
defiance to the law-making power 
of the land and a chalienge to it to 
make good its claims before a tn- 
bunal which has already clearly in- 
dicated its sympathy with the ag- 
gressive party. 

We think we know Governor 
Brogden too well to believe that 
he will not allow himscif to be 
brow-beaten and driven from his 
post as the guardian of thelaws and 
rights of the State by parties who 
are now glorying in past victories 
over them. Whatever may be the 
superior merits of Col. Buford’s rail- 
road system, they must not be al- 
lowed to stand upon a foundation 
of lawlessness. North Carolina 
would indeed be in a pitiable posi- 
tion if a foreign corporation can pro- 
ceed without opposition to impose 
its will upon her. 


“Tur man who does not see that 
a military ring, composed of ex-con- 
federate officers, is successfully at 
work in the South gaining control 
of the Democratic party, is simply 
blind.” | 
So says the National Republican. 
Is not that journal yet satisfied of 
the futility of that game? Will it 
never learn anything? Will it take 
no lesson from Connecticut where 
the battle was fought on the issues 
of Southern outrages and Southern 
disloyalty? Will it learn nothing 
from this? Of course it will accept 
nothing from Hon. W. D. Kelley, 
Once a venerated oracle in its party. 
Now we will take North Carolina 
asan example of the falsity of the 
assumptions of the Republican, and 
this State is as fair a representation 
of Southern sentiment and Southern 
action as can be presented. The 
ex-confederate officers in this State, 
as a rule,have little or nothing to do 
with the political affairs of the State. 
A marked feature in our politics is 
that they are controlled by compar- 
atively new men. The odious pro- 
scription which excluded the experi- 
enced men of the State from office 
was the opportunity of new and 
younger men. They retain their 
hold on public affairs. The ex-offi- 
cers, like good citizens, are all at 
work making their living in the pur- 
suits of civil I.fe. 
If itis any comfort to the Repub- 
lican to confirm its forebodings, we 
with him that States rights 
are not dead, either in the South or 
in the North. It is a vital principle, 
the value of which is being the more 
recognized under the encroachments 
of centralization which has only be- 
gun tobe resisted. But States Rights 
have not the ominous meaning in- 
sinuated by the Republican. The 
South will assert no more than its 
just rights, and that is the preserva- 
tion of what is left to it in the wreck 
of its liberties and its fortunes. It 
has nothing to do with the past, ex- 
cept as connected with its regard to 
the Constitution. Its instincts are 
those of self-preservation. Its ef- 
forts are towards the future.

GEN, Ransom,

The speech is not only approved 
under the scrutiny of criticism, but 
it carries away the critic in the same 
boundless enthusiasm that first 


| warmed up the hearers and readers. 


But to the extract: 


Quite recently the North Carolina 
and Virginia papers have vied with 
each otherin praise of as hma e@ 
in the U.S. Senate on February 17h, 
last, by Gen. Matt W. Ransom, and 
papers North and South have agre d 
that it was an effort of remarkab.e 
eloquence. Senator Ransom is an 
alumnus of the University of North 
Carolina. 

We must here parenthetically re- 
cord our own opinion of this speech 
after having studied it with exceed- 
ing care and interest. We believe it 
to be one of the noticeable speeches 
of the century. In literary finish, in 
scholarly elegance, in rare beauty of 
diction, in noble thought, in persua- 
sive and manly eloquence, it will 
compare well with any speech we 
have read that has been delivered in 
ourtime. Appealing to the reason 
and justice as well as to the imagina- 
tion, the affections and the emotions 
of the Northern people, it should be 
potenttal in allaying the bitter waters 
ofstrife, in exciting a higher pat- 
riotism, and arousinga profounder 
and sincerer sympathy for the opres- 
sed South—'‘'the Niobe of nations.” 
It bas that matchless magicof sym- 
pahty—that vivida vis animi—that 
“glorious burst of winged words,”’ 
which always interests where it fails 
to win, and excites the Kinudlier and 
better feelings ofthe heart when it 
fails to ‘‘master the high eminence’’ 
of men’s passions and prejudices. 
The whole speech is reflexive of re- 
fined taste, elegant scholarship and 
affluent thought. Asa native North 
Carolinian writing of another North 
Carolinian, ‘‘native and to the man- 
ner born,”’ it is gratifying to us to be 
able to pay this imperfect tribute to 
the most ornate and rhetorical pub- 
lished speech that illustrates the an- 
nals of our State oratory.
